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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Applicant has 
included data in appendices after the end of the specification, and referred to such data 
in the specification, such as on page 6. Applicant should amend the specification to 
incorporate the data in the appendices, or remove all references to the appendices, and 
the data therein, from the specification. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

2. This application does not contain an abstract of the disclosure as required by 37 
CFR 1 .72(b). An abstract on a separate sheet is required. 



Claim Objections 

3. Claim 9 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Since the reaction in claim 
1 takes place within the clay galleries, claim 9 thus fails to further limit claim 1 . 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1, 2, 5, 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Hewgill (4787453). 

Hewgill teaches a method of stabilizing a subterranean formation, which 
comprises clay using a composition containing water and an organosilicon compound, 
wherein the water and organosilicon compound react to form silanols which interact with 
the clay (column 4, lines 3-50). Hewgill specifically teaches the use of a diamine 
compound such as N-2-aminoethyl-3-aminopropyltriethoxysilane and N-2-aminoethyl-3- 
aminopropyltrimethoxysilane (see column 2, lines 50-53 and column 3, lines 45-55). 
The use of a diamine compound as taught in claim 1 is thus anticipated by Hewgill. 

6. Claims 1-4, 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Meyer (4307980). 

Meyer teaches a method of stabilizing formations which comprise clay, using a 
composition of waterglass and polyisocyanates, wherein such composition comprises 
polyols which react with the polyisocyanates to form polymers (see example 3). Such 
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compositions would clearly enter into the clay galleries. Since coal contains 
hydrocarbon material, the present claims are anticipated. 

7. Claim 6 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

8. Applicant's amendment and arguments have been considered but are not 
deemed persuasive. Applicant's arguments with respect to Hewgill is not persuasive, 
since Hewgill teaches diamines within the scope of the present invention as taught 
above in paragraph 5. With respect to Meyer, since coal contains hydrocarbons, then 
the present claims do not distinguish over Meyer. Applicants arguments with respect to 
hole size and time of polymerization appear to be drawn to hydrocarbon oil wells. 
Applicant may distinguish the current claims over that of Meyer, by specifying that the 
method is directed to a hydrocarbon oil well. The rejections are maintained for these 
reasons. 

9. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
